The Resumption Not Vet Quite General -
The Lohigh Reglon Still Idie—The Sha-
dow of Further Trouble-The New Conl
Company—The Complete Tonnage for
the Week—Quotations, Ete,

The suspension s not yet completely at an end,
contrary to general expoectations, the Lehigh reglon
still holding out by & majority of district votes for
their 1869 basle, The Lehigh operators have con-
gulted as to the best way of procesding, and, we be-
leve, have determined to hold to thelr proposals.
The distriots who voted with the minority are much
diseatisfied, and It 18 not unlikely that these may
abandon the W, BB, A. and resume withool regard to
ii8 orders,

The miners generally in all the reglions appear to
be well contented to work at the Wages that they
now receive, but the leaders, from all accounts, ap-
pedr to be very restless, and are cautiously trying
1o prepare the way for another suspension when-
aver it may be possible, whioh It I8 not at present,
The leaders fare the most sumptuously wien the
miners are starving, and consequently wish them to
starve.  They call It a patohed-up resumption,
which the operators will soon wish to suspend, an/
by saying this now, they hope to lay the blame of
suspension on the operatoraahould the mipers at
any time wish to break the truoe,

1e leaders try to inouleate the old idaa that the
wages received are much lower than those recelved
in other equivalent branches of (ndustry, and so try
to produce dissatisfaction, which wili in the end lead
to another sudpension. Of courde the miners' wages
do average lower than those pald to workers in
other departments, but it {8 because the other work-
ers work steandlly nearlyithe year round, while the

miners prefer to remain idle for six months at a

time, Atstesady work the miners’ pay wounld average

muoch Wigher, and this not allowing forthe diference
in the hours worked. Other artisans and mechanioe
work ten, twelve, of more hours per day, while the
miners who work on contraot work, as many of them
do, work only from four to aix hours per day. If
they say that they cannot live at the wages paid for
this amount of work, the same argument shou'd he
used to them as the miners of the npper region used
to the Jaborera In the late trouble. The laborers sald
they could not live opon one-third less than the
miners, thelr employera, recelved, and on complain-
ing were told by their employers that they must live,
and that was all there was abont it. The truth, por-
haps, {8 that the miner wants o be 100 muach of a
gentleman of lelsare bafore he has earned the poal-
tion, Habits of idleness engenderad by long sus-
pensions belp that sort of thing amazingly.

The formation of the new coa! company control-
led by the Reading Rallroad 18 golig to bring a new
and powerful lofaence 10 bear upon the solutlon of
all troublesome Schaylkill coul guestlons, and the
leaders, acoustomed to manage thelr men in con-
nection with private operators only, will now have
1o learn pew tactics, This action will be the begin-
ing of the soiution of the puzziing problemsa in which
the interests of carrjing companles, operators, and
miners are concerned. The resalt will probahly, in
time, be more or less (!sastrous to private operators,
however, unless a very liberal spirft guides the
doings of the company. Bat, at all events, whatever
other evila it will produce for which the remedy can
the more reaally be fonnd at some futare time, it at
least tends to do away with existing evis whioh
injure publie and private operators alike, and to this
extent it makes the miving industry so much the
more desirable to individual operators,. But, ba the
restult good or evil, that result s the direct though
undesired work of the leaders of the miners them-
Belves,

THE BEYENTH STREET HOMICIDE.

The Coroner's Investigntion this Morning.
The Verdictof the Jury:

Coroner Brown, at the M this morning, at 11
o'clock, held an inquest in the case of Christian
sohnaefler, the German who was shot on Thuraday
afternoon at the residence of John Conead, his as-
enilent, No, 9028 North Sseventh atreel. Conrad and
his wife, the prisoners, were present,

The following i the testimony :—

lLewis C, Kraft aworn—I live at the northwest
corner of Beventh and Diamond streats; | was sittiog
in my store when 1 heard the report of the gaon; ran
down Seventh sireet; came to John Conrad’s house
and looked in; saw Mr. Schasffer Ilying upon the
flonr, the blood fowing from bl left side; ran And
catled Dr, Morrls and came over to the house; [ then
Jeft and went for an oMeer; met OMeer Walker on
A cAr and brought nlm up: we both went to the
house nod 1 pointed out Conrad, who said in Ger-
man, 1 am the mun who did 1t;" 1 asked Mes, Qon-
rad for the pistol ; she told me It was no pistol, bat
nanded me a gun from the side-entry ; she sald that
it was with the gun that the shootlng was com-
mitted.

Wililam Walker sworn—I am an officer of the
Twelrth dlstrict; 1 did not see the shooting: [ was
token to the house and Aarrested the defendant; he
made several statements, bl A8 they were in Ger-
man I conld not understayd him,

Alderman Helns testided to his having taken the
Ante-mortem statement of the deceased, The afl-
davit was here shown and (dentified by the witness,

Mra, ‘Schaeffor, the wilfe of the Jdecsmaesd was
brought in, but she was 80 mwuch affected that sne
could scarcely answer a single question without
bursting into tears, She kestilie, however, to the
fact that Mra Conrad haoded the gun to her hus.
band, and sald, “Here, shoot the honnd:” Conrad
then shot her husbang, who fell to the floor, The
witness wag then removed., The prisoners wers
teken out of the room during the time Mra, Schael-
fer was giving her testimony.,

Dr. K. B Bhapleigh, who made the poat mortem,
testibed that death resalted from hemorrhsge, the
result of 2 gup-shot woumd, The ball eatored near
the lett aom pit, fractared the ahort rib, pasaed
through the lung, and fractured the janction of the
areh rio and spinal murrow,

This wos all the testimony tuken, and the
after the lapse of & few minotes, retaraed the
lowing verdict:—

“That the deceased, Christlun Schaeler, came to
nis death on the night of May 25, 1571, by violanocs
(gnnshot wound In the left breast) at the hands of
Jdohn Conrad and Frederikn, his wile, at No, 2028
North Seventh street,”

The prisoners were committed for trial,

tinished stale, §60,000,

The Names destroyed all of the north building, the
walls crumbling down to the second story, aud
ruined three-fourths of the bunilding facing on Shoch
street, stopping ar the door of the ofMice. The loss
will not fali short of §50,000, of wnich 25,000 will be
on stock, 'I'he mantel ronm, which covered the en-
tire second floor of the Shoch street building, con-
tained ey mantels, varying in worth (rom §$49 to
goon, and embraciog Oallfornin, Tennessee, Lisvon,
[talinn, and Amerioan statnary marble.

These were elther totally destroyed by the flames
or rendered worthless by tae smoke and heat, The
